Lamoute, Mo . Woman Writes iiqiiir- 
for Her Stolen Baby —Trace 
<‘f Child Not Found. 


A Pettis county case with which 
readers of the local prints are fa­ 
miliar was written of as follows in 
the Kansas City J ournal of Sun­ 
d ay : 
The Perry Memorial Orphans* 
home has leDeiv ed a pitiful appeal 
from a mother in Pettis county 
who is seeking a lost child. 
There 
is a my stery to the cage indicated 
in the letters that hav e been re­ 
ceiv ed about it. 
Mrs. Nannie De 
J arnette wrote to the home asking 
if her baby had been placed there. 
She liv es at Lamonte, 
Mo. 
She 
say s her baby boy was stolen from 
her in Arkansas last Easter and 
that she had reason to believ e the 
boy is kept somewhere in Kansas 
City . 
Her reasons for so believ ­ 
ing are not made ev ident. 
She 
tells nothing about herself. 
Her 
letters are written in a neat, round 
hand and in good language. 
Her appeal to the home was 
made in the following letter re­ 
ceiv ed a day or two before Christ­ 
mas : 
In a Kansas City newspaper of 
December i6 I noticed the call for 
Christmas presents for the orphan 
children of the Perry Memorial 
Orphans* Home 
for Boy s. 
Will 
y ou pleafe do me the fav or and 
kindness to let me know at the 
earliest possible moment if there 
has been a little boy between 3 and 
4 y ears of age placed in y our borne 
at any time since last Easter Sun­ 
day , answering 
this description : 
Very light hair, blue ey es, light 
brown ey ebrows and lashes; tall in 
stature; there is a slight pink scar 
just ov er the right ey e in the edge 
of the hair, caused by a burn. The 
child’s name is Felix Norton De 
J arnette. 
He was 
stolen 
(kid­ 
naped) from Roe, Ark., on Easter 
Sunday , was brought to Missouri, 
and I hav e good reason to believ e 
he has been placed in some home 
for children. 
If there is a child in 
any way answering the description 
I hav e giv en y ou in the home, 
please let me know at once, and I 
will come to Kansas City without 
delay . 
I hav e searched for 
my 
baby ev ery where, but hav e so far 
failed to locate him. But lam posi­ 
tiv e he is somewhere in the state of 
Missouri.

merely for spitework and for the 
means of gaming a rarsom.

to help her in her search for her 
baby accompanied the letter of in­ 
formation sent from the home.

DeJ arnette only replied 
that she was too poor to make any 
search herself. 
“ I hav e not the 
means,” she said, “ with which to 
make any ex tensiv e search or offer 
any reward, but I will be only too 
grateful for any thing that can be 
and is done in my behalf.”

Parents Liv ed for Years With 
insane Children.

The p olice uncov ered a most 
startling state of affairs, when, in a 
three-room cottage on W est Morris 
street, at Indianap olis, Ind., last 
Saturday they found three imbecile 
p risoners, who had been locked up 
in the houEe for sixteen years. 
The oldest p risoner is a woman, 
aged 29 years. 
She is a rav ing 
maniac. 
The second is another 
woman, aged 27 years. 
She is ab­ 
solutely without intelligence, help ­ 
less and conffned in her bed. 
The 
third unfortunate is a man, aged 
25 years, who, like his older sister, 
is without intelligence, lacking in 
ev ery human essential. 
For sixteen years these three be­ 
ings hav e been held p risoners in 
one rooni. 
They are the children 
of A dam Sp eiser, a German, who, 
with his wife, cares for the un­ 
fortunate children with a dev otion 
that is heroic. 
The constant fear 
that has haunted the p arents is the 
dread that the p olice, some day, 
would discov er the secret of the 
isolated cottage and take the chil­ 
dren they hav e tenderly cared for 
from them. 
To av oid this, the 
tw o imbeciles and the oldest child, 
subject to sp ells of v iolent m^nia, 
hav e been 
held 
p risoners since 
Sp eiser and his wife mov ed to In ­ 
dianap olis 
from Seymour, 
Ind., 
sixteen years ago. 
Neither the younger girl nor the 
son can walk. 
Long confinement 
in bed has so dwarfed and mis­ 
shap en their limbs that they are 
p owerless to use their muscles from 
the waist down. 
The father and 
mother, in their humble home, hav e 
liv ed a life ap art from the world, 
caring only for their three help less 
children. 
So 
successfully 
hav e 
they guarded their terrible secret 
that neighbors who hav e resided 
in the v icinity as long as the 
Sp eiser family were ignorant of 
the horrible condition that p re­ 
v ailed in the secluded cottage. 
The rumor of the existence of 
the imbecile children only recently 
became strong enough to warrant 
an inv estigation. 
The p olice p ro­ 
ceeded at once to the locality, and, 
entering the house, forced admis­ 
sion to the p rison room. 
In the 
far corner of the room in bed were 
M ary and Frank, the imbeciles. In 
another corcer, mumbling to her­ 
self, 
sat 
the eldest child. 
The 
two former were asleep . 
They 
were warmly cov ered with blan­ 
kets and only their faces were 
v isible. In their sleep they uttered 
strange animal cries and mov ed 
restlessly. 
Examination by p hysicians later 
rev ealed the fact that the two 
feeble-minded children are, in fact, 
without any intellect. 
W hen their 
craniums were thump ed they gav e 
forth queer, hollow sounds Annie, 
the eldest daughter, was rendered 
v iolent by the intrusion, and it was 
necessary to deal with her harshly 
before she could be controlled. The 
children will be taken from the 
p arents and p laced in the custody 
of the p rop er officials, where their 
wants can be better sup p lied.

MUNICIPAL ART. 


An Old World Mov ement to Beautify 
the Great Cities. 
A remarkable art mov ement, of 
which the Belgian Municipal Art as­ 
sociation was the initiator, has for 
some time been activ e in Belgium. 
The association has ov er 4,000 mem­ 
bers, including, besides artists, archi­ 
tects, sculptors and engrav ers, many 
prominent 
public men, and 
has 
branches in the great cities. The main 
object is to redeem tlie ])ul)Iic thor­ 
oughfares from their ugliness, and 
giv e back to them some of that pic­ 
turesque effect which the mansions 
in the Graiides Places of Brussels and 
Antwerp and the town halls of Ypres, 
Oudenarde and Bruges show 
that 
they once had. 
The aisociation is 
subsidized by the municipalities of 
the leading cities. The improv ements 
largely take the direction of beautiful 
and appropriate facades to public and 
priv ate buildings. 
One of these in 
Brussels is the shop of a fashionable 
jeweler, another that of a chemist. 
These creations are the work of lead­ 
ing artists. 
The mov ement has ex ­ 
tended to Germany and Italy , and 
there is plenty of scope for it here.— 
London Chronicle.

VERY DEAR BOOKS . 


Some High Prices That Hav e Been Paid 
in Other Times. 
Before the inv ention of printing 
the prices of books were v ery high. 
King Alfred gav e a large estate for 
a book on cosmography . In the y ear 
1174, Walter, prior of St. Swithin’s, 
at Winchester, purchased of the 
monks of Dorchester, in Ox fordshire, 
"'Bede’s Homilies” and "St. Austin’s 
Psalter” for 12 measures of barley 
and a pall, on w’hich was embroidered 
in dlv cT the history of St. Birinug 
conv erting a Sax on king. 
About the y ear 1400acopy of J ohn 
of Meun’s "Roman de la Rose” was 
sold before the palace gate at Paris 
for 40 crowns, or £ 33 6s. 6d. 
The countess of Anjou paid for a 
copy of the "Homilies of Haimon,” 
bishop of Halberstadt, 200 sheep, fiv e 
quarters of wheat and the same quan­ 
tity of ry e and millet. 
In 1471, when Louis XL of France 
borrowed the works of Rhasis, the 
Arabian phy sician, from the faculty 
of medicine, at Paris, he not only de­ 
posited, by way of pledge, a consider­ 
able quantity of plate, but he was 
obliged to procure a nobleman to join

It was not many y earsago ihatpecP' 
pie liv ed in the suburbs as a matter of 
economy . Now, say s Country Life im 
America, they liv e in these parts be­ 
cause higher ideals may often be at­ 
tained here.

Nearly half a billion 
of dollai's hav e, therefore, been in­ 
v ested wdthin two y ears in the pro­ 
posed dev elopment of suburban prop­ 
erties, in addition to the millions of 
dollars already so inv ested.

dreds of years may pass before it U 
observed again .
